GENTLEMEN— 
Tboro were remaining in tho poor house in 


this county on tile 31st day oC JUecember, 15B2, 
thirty-four inmates, and there havo been re- 
cciTod durinc the past year nix;_ making the 
whole number provided for during tlio year, 
eighty. Of this number fire have died (three 
nmlci and two feinalos) and thirty-eicht bar* 
been disoharccd or absconded; lc»vinc in tho 
iwor botiae December 31,1833, thirty-seven. Of 
those remaining, tweoty-uino are malea and 
piffbtaro females. There have Iwar. three births 
in tho poor house during the year (one male and 
two females). 


There were rcmaininc in tho Kock county 


asylum December 3lHt,18&2, forty-three inmates, 
and there hare been received dnrinj; the pwt 
year, tTfenty-one; making the whole nnnibor 
provided for during the year, siity-four. Of this 
number, five- aro from .Dunn county; fivo irom 
Kenosba county ; and one private patient, from

Dnt i should recommend umn^ hard coal to 
soft, through the cold weather, as a matter of 
economy and also in keeping an oven heat in 
tho buildin -s. Sprinc and fall, soft coal may 
bo best.
